But further; to declare what Galen faith 
Chirurgery is, itis the faft Inftrument of Medi- 
cine : thatisto fay, Dye:, Potion and Chirurs 
gery :ofthe which three faith he, Dyec is the no- 
bleft,and the moft vertuous : and thus he faich. 
Whereas aman may be cured with Diet onely, 
let there begiven no manner of Medicine. The 
fecond Inftrument, is Potion : for and ifa man 
may be cured with Diet and Potion, let there 
not be miniftred any Chirurgery, through whole 
vertue and goodnefle, is removed and: put away 
many grievous Infirmities and Difeafes, which 
might not have beene removed mor yet put away, 
neither with Diet nor with Potion. And by 
thefe three meanes’, it is knowne what thing 
Chirurgery is. And this fufficeth us for that 
point.

Rafts 
faith : Whofe face is not feemely, it is vapoMible 
for him to have good manners. And. Avifterle 
the great Philofpher, writeth in his Epiftles to

. Wherefore it agreeth, that he that will take 
upon him to praétice asa Chyrurgion, muft be 
both of a good and temperate Complexion. as is 
afore rehearfed: + and principally, that hebe a 
good liver, and a keeper. of the holy Come 
mandements of God, of whom commeth al! 
cunning and gtace , and that his body be not, | 
quaking, and ‘hishands ficdfaft, his fingerslong 
and {mall and not trembling : and that his tek | 
hafid be as ready as his right, with all his limmes, 
able to fulfill the good workes of the foule, 
Now as here is a man meete to be made a 
Chirurgion : (and though he have all thofe good. | 
qualities before rehearfed ) yer is he no good | 
Chirurgion, but a man very fit and meete for | 
the practice, | 

Now then to know what Properties and | 
conditions this man muft have before he bea | 
perfe&-Chirurgion. J doe note foure things moft | 

{ecially ; that every Chirurgion ought for to | 
have : The firfl, that he be Learned : The fecond, | 
thathebe Expert ; Thethirdjthat he be Ingeni- | 
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ous : The fourth, that he be well mannered. 
» The firtt (J faid) he ought to be learned, and 
that he know his principles, not onely in Chirure 
gety, but alfoin Phyficke, that ‘be may the bet- 
ter defend his Chirurgery; alfo hee ought to be 
feene in naturall Philofophy, and in Grammar, 
that he fpeake congruity in Logicke, chat tea= 
cheth him to prove his proportions with good rea= 
fon : ‘In Rhetoricke, that teacheth him to fpeake 
feemely and eloquently:: allo in Theoricke, 
that teacheth him'to’know things naturall, and 
not haturall, and things acainft Nature. Alfo he 
mull know the Anatomie : for all Authors 
write againft thofe Chirurgions that worke in 
mans body, hot knowing the Anatomy : For 
they be likened to a blind man, that cuttech in 2 
Vine tree, for be taketh more or leffe then he 
ought to does Andhere note well the fayings 
of Galex, the Prince of Philofophers ; in: his 
€ftoris, That itis as poflible for a Chyriurgion 
‘Cnot knowing the Anatomy )to worke in mans 
body without error, as it is’ fora blitid man to 
carve an Jmage and make it perfe&: The fecond, 
J faid, he muft beexpert’ : For Refzs faith : He 
oughtto know and to fee other men worke, and 
after to have ufe and-exercife. The chird; that he 
beingenious and-witty’ :' for all things belonging 
to Chirurgery may.not be written, sor with let= 
: By 3 . ters 
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ters fet forth. The fourth, Jfaid, that he muftbe | 
svellmannered, andthat he have all thefe good §! 
conditions here following. | 
Firft, that he be no Spoufe-breaker, nor no | 
Drunkard, For the Philofophers fay, among{t 
all other things, beware of thofe perfons thar 
follow Drunkennefle, for they beaccounted for | 
no men, becaufe they livea life beftiall : where- | 
fore amongft all other forts of people, they ought | 
to bee fequettred ‘from the» minifiring of Medi- | 
cine. Likewife; a Chirurgion muft take heed that | 
he deceivenno mah with his vaine promifes, for to | 
make of a fmallimatter agreat, becaufe he would 
be accounted the more famous. And amongft 
other things, they may neither be Flatterers nor | 
Mockers , nor privie Back-biters of other men, 
Likewile, they muft not be Proud, nor pre- | 
fumptious Nor detracters of other men. Likee | 
wife, they ought fot to be Covetous, nor no | 
niggard, and namely amoneft their friends, or | 
men of Worfhip, but let them be honeft, courte- | 
ous, and free both in word and deed.. Likewife, 
they fhall give no counfel! except they be asked, | 
_ and then give their advice by good deliberation, 
and that they be well advifed before they {peake, | 
chiefly in the prefence of wife men. Likewile, | 
hey mull be as privie and as fecret as any Cons| 


feffor,of allthings that they fhall either heare et |

! |) OF the which foure, if any one doe faile, the 
fel! Patient-— 
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ec acacia a CC I I SCLC a 
‘Patient cannot be healed : then they to whom 
belongeth but the fourth part, fhall not promife | 
the whole burbe firft well adyifed. They muft 
-alfo be gracious and good to. the Poore, and of | 
the rich take liberally for both. And fee they | 
fever praife themfelves, for that redoundeth more 
‘to their fhame and difcredit, then to their fame 
and worfhip. Fora cumning and skilfull Chirur- 
gion, need not vaunt of his doings, for his works 
will ever get credit enough. Likewife, chat they | 
difpife no other Chirurcion without a great 
caufe : for it is meete, that one Chirurgien fheuld 
Joye another, as Chrift loveth vs all. 

And in thusdoing, they fhall increafe both | 
in vertue andcunning, tothe honor of God, and 
worldly fame.
